SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The true mission and crowning work of the District 
School is to aid parents in the education of their children, 
assisting them to develop the power of thought and teach- 
ing them the essential elements of its best expression, to 
restrain and check what is wrong, incite and strengthen 
what is good, thereby laying the foundation of a good 
education and sterling character. 

TEACHERS. 

The most important work of a teacher is to keep guvod 
order. When a parent sends a child to school, he trans- 
fers for a few hours, to the teacher, his authority. The 


first work of a child, as he enters the school, is Zo obey; 
his next duty is to try to learn what the teacher wishes to 


. teach him. 


Good teachers always find enough to do, even in a 
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small school. They give the most careful attention to 
all the exercises of their pupils. Lessons must be thor- 
oughly learned and accurately recited. Instead of read- 
ing in a hasty and monotonous way, the scholars are 
made to read in a proper tone of voice, distinctly enun- 
cilating every syllable, giving right inflections and 
correcting every error. 

It is very easy to find fault with a teacher so as to in- 
terfere with the prosperity of the school. Many parents 
are not aware of the good they may do by a hearty co- 
operation with the teacher. With the aid and sympathy 
of parents, an experienced, well qualified teacher, with 
love for the work, will do very much to awaken a desire 
for learning in those called poor scholars, and often fire 
their souls with lofty aspirations for mental and moral 
excellence. Successful teaching is hard work; it re- 
quires tact, earnestness and wisdom, patience and un- 
ceasing vigilance. Those who have the care and training 
of young and tender minds need to be thoroughly fur- 
nished for the responsible and arduous work. ‘The most 
insignificant school’demands well qualified, affectionate, 
wide-awake teachers. To awaken in the minds of chil- 
dren a true love for study, and sustain an increasing 
interest in the school-room, to draw them sweetly into 
thepath of loveliness and truth, to lead them gently up 
the rugged hill of knowledge, and check any evil pro- 
pensity, requires what is commonly called gwmption, or a 
large share of good sense, and a heart imbued with 
celestial love, unceasing zeal with self-control, and con- 
stant moral courage with every active effort. 

The school-room is a gloomy prison to those who un- 
dertake the task without love for teaching or children, 
without a high estimate of the real value and glorious 
destiny of every child.
